SIR yy enya Pubirnanin te before an 
assembly at Leeds, England, tells 
his hearers of the injustice ef the 
American tariff. He is sure the 
tariff will be disastrous to Ameri- 
cau agriculture. He is satisfied 
that Canada will be able to supply 
Great Britain with all the food 
she now gets from the United 
States. The tone of his speech 
would imply that heretofore Eng- 
land has been buying food from 
the United States just as a matter 
of friendship. We presume if he 
were put to the test he would be 
willing to acknowledge that Eng- 
land not only never bought a 
pound of food or anything else 
from the United States that she 
could obtain cheaper from other 
places, but after she has made ex- 
traordinary exertions, by building 
five thousand miles of railroad in 
India, to get her food and cotton 
supply from that country in order 
to hold all the gold whivh she pos- 
sesses in her own realm, Aes it 
happens, the United Staics has 
grown to be the first man factur- 


ing power ofthe globe. livr own 
manufacturers pay better price: 
in proportion for the product ot! 
the farm than does Englan:!. And 
forty American tariffs will not 
bring the harm to England that 
England has brougat to the United 
States by her course on silver. She 


demonetized silver away back in | 


1816, and she never desisted in her 
efforts to reduce the world toa 
gold standard, and to make of 
London a world’s perpetual com- 
mercial center, until she found this 
country in the fix that England 
was in 1816, when specie payment 
was suspended and people had got 
out of the habit of using metallic 
money, and then her bankers sent 
a delegation here, backed by heavy 
sums, and by a trick of legislation 
caused silver to be demonetized, 
which, producing its legitimate re- 
sults after a while, made it pessible 
for the India merchants to ship the 
products of India and deliver them 
in Liverpool cheaper than the 
American farmer could send his 
products to the same port. 

We mention this simply to show 
that England looks out for herself. 
And when she bewails legislation 
in our country, and begins to tell 
that it will be ruin to our agricult- 
urists if it shall be persisted in, we 
may all knew that the sympathy 
for our farmers is only feigned ; 
that the real spot that hurts is the 
fear- that in some way the manu- 
factured goods ef Great Britain 
will not find as ample a market in 
this country as they formerly did. 
There shouid not be any malice 
about it, and our own statesmen 
and our own people should pursue 
exactly the course that England 
pursues, and do the best they can 
for their own country and people.

It will also find by inquiring 
of the Riverside Mill proprietors that, 
although they pay the market price 
for Nevada wheat, the people give an 
undue preference ‘for Califoraia flour, 
avd thus try to destroy their own 
markets 

We do not propose to enter into 
a discussion with a paper that re- 
sorte te such “argument” as the 
Tribune docs. If that paper in- 
sists that there is nothing ip the 
State worth having, and, in its | 
feeble way, does what it can to re- 
tard the reclamation of the State, 
we do not know that we are in any 
way respo.sible. If the Tribune, 
in its great desire to “protect the 
scheol fund,” wakes up some morn- 
ing and finds that the “school 
fund” is all there is left of the 
State, and that replaced by a lot 
of worthless bonds put up in order 
to maintain one of the most ex- 
pensive State governments in the 


Nation, with taxes high and no- 


body to pay them, we think it will 
stop and consider whether it is 
best for Nevada to emter as com- 


petitor with California in the cul- 
ture of grapes or whetber or not 
the “egg crop” did not have some- 
thing to do with it. So long as 
Nevada continues to send money 
abroad to pay for things she might 
better produce at home, just se 
long will she be sucking the hind 
teat in the march of improvement 
and dragging the Tribune after 
her crying at the top of its weak 


voice, “Don’t do anything, ‘er it’s 
of no use.” Let the Tribune con- 
tinue to hang on to the skirts of 
the “mining industry” and it will 
shortly find itself cut off from the 
march of improvement, while the 
State will live, prosper and grow 
great without any of ite assistance.

suns, $235. The County Clerk and 
Sheriff are salaried ojicers, and 
neither report an account of the fees 
they would have been entitled to, had 
they been acting under the fee sys- 
tem, hence I cannot estimate their 
costa nor the costs of juries, etc. 
There were no fines- assessed in the 
District Court. 
| Of the ten convictions, four were 
| found guilty by juries and six entered 
| pleas of guilty. *

Curious Phases and the Diretal 
Resulite of Tainted Biced. ; 

Doubtless crime is often@om mitted 
frum the mere love of it. 

The identity of *‘ Jack the Ripper”’ 
remains undiscovered, so we do not 
know what impelled him to the coim- 
mission of his atrocious crimes. Little 
doubt he was insane, his actions con- 
by an abnormal! condition of the mind ; 
it is plain none of the ordinary reasons 
for crime prevailed in his case. He 
was, perhaps, a victim of some hered- 
itary taint, which dreve him to acts 
against which his will revolted, and 
from which, in his rational moments, 
his sou! recoiled in dorror. 

A French novelist of realism makes 
the hero of a late novel of such a char- 
acter. He was a locomotive engineer, 


a thoroughly competent and reliable 
man; but if be chanced to behold the 
white throat of a woman, a wild frenzy 
seized him—he could not control a 
desire to plunge a knife into it. 

He was aware of his infirmity, 
fought it with stubborn will, denied 
himeelf of the society women, and for 
years controlled himself. At last he 
¢ meets his fate, finds pleasure in ber 
society, with no return of his old 
longing for blood, until he flatters 
himeell he is safe. But one night she 
meets him with —— throat bare ;

he cannot resist; as she throws her 
loving arms about him he thrusts the 
knife into. her neck, and she falls, a 
victim to the madness of tainted 
blood.
